Claims 1-7 and 19-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as 
being unpatentable over Spira et al in view of Galindo and 
further in view of Elms.

Spira et al taught that an electrical 
distribution system can be supplied with a high frequency. So, 
track means can be supplied with a high frequency. Elms teaches 
a high frequency supply providing electrical conduction 
therethrough. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary
